A Philanthropist s Proposal 
The way seemingly has been paved for a modern hospital in 
Wellsville, East Liverpool’s neighing, as a result of the generous 
offer of former Mayor Byron Lh Beacom, a man w hose civic pride 
has frequently found expression in worth while accomplishments. 
Mr. Beacom, a brother of the late Col. John H. Beacom, who 
served with distinction in the United States army, has offered to 
contribute $50,000 for the eretion of a memorial hospital and also 
to convert his own residence at Broadway and Seventh street in 
his home town into a nurses’ home, if Wellsville accepts his pro 
posal. 
His proffer is conditional upon the city deeding a site, and 
three proposed locations have been tendered since the announce­ 
ment of Mr. Beacom’s plan, and the assurance that the municipal­ 
ity will maintain the institution after it is erected. 
Unofficially the former mayor’s offer has been accepted by 
the city administration and business and professional men who 
recently tendered the donor a testimonial dinner. Formal accept­ 
ance should be voted by the Wellsville municipal council, and steps 
taken to make the hospital a reality. It is a move in the right 
direction and should meet a much needed public want there. 


Fatigue A nd Accident 
Safety organizations, in studying traffic accidents and their 
elimination, have gone into the psychological phase quite thor­ 
oughly. They find that the outstanding mental condition giving 
rise to casualties is fatigue. Carelessness, recklessness, lowered 
skill and judgment in either driver or pedestrian may also invar­ 
iably be traced to weariness. Also, actual mental and physical de­ 
fects, as well as intoxication, are the causes of many accidents, but 
they seem to be of less importance than fatigue. 
The person going home from work in the rush hour at the end 
of the day needs to take thought of his natural fatigue and to exer­ 
cise extra care in order to make his trip in safety to himself and 
others. 
Most highway safety work today is concentrated chiefly on 
five aims. One is education and regulation of pedestrian as well as 
motor traffic. Adoption of a standard code of motor vehicle laws 
in every state is another. Education in accident prevention in the 
elementary schools, public and private, is regarded as of great im­ 
portance. 
Attention to the mechanical adjustments of cars is 
urged as a preventive measure. Street widening and the elimina­ 
tion of grade crossings and dangerous curves comprise the final 
objective. 
Bad as the highway accident situation is, it might really bo! 
very much worse. 
For that very reason, the outlook is hopeful 
for further safety progress. 


Campaign Against Colds 
The ‘’common cold” is seldom taken seriously. 
The man or 
woman who has ‘‘caught cold” goes to work just the same. 
Tile 
child with a cold is sent to school as usual, and probably allowed 
to stay. 
Doctors regard a cold more seriously, often insisting that the 
care of it and the segregation of the patient are more important 
than education or business. 
Johns Hopkins University regards it more seriously than any 
Institution has ever done before. 
It is going to work, with the 
help of a $195,000 fund provided by the Chemical Foundation of 
New York, to find what causes colds and how to prevent them. 
It will Bpend in that quest five years of time and will use the 
combined resources of its medical school, hospital, school of hy­ 
giene and public health service. 
Something ought to come out of that. 
It is really surprising that so little seems to be known about 
this most common of diseases. That is, known with scientific ac­ 
curacy. It causes greater economic loss than any other disease 
and is the most prolific source of sickness. 
The ordinary “cold” germs not only devastate the body them­ 
selves but are usually accompanied by the germs of other dis­ 
eases. They weaken the patient, and then their vicious germ sis­ 
ters, cousins, uncles and aunts get in their deadly work. If colds 
can be prevented or easily cured, it will be a great contribution to 
health, energy and long life.

Honoring George Rogers Clark. 


WASHINGTON, IX C.. Jan. 23.—In 
February, 1779, an intrepid youth led 
a small force 
of American patriots 
from Kaskaskia, Illinois, to Vincen­ 
nes, Indiana, 
on tho 
bank of the 
W abash River, and recaptured Fort 
Sackville from the British. 
It was 
not a desperate m ilitary engagem ent 
—a night, attack and a surrender the 
following morning—but it was one of 
tho m ost im portant 
events in the 
struggle for independence, for it end­ 
ed for all time England’s control in 
that section, brought to the United 
States the great Middle W est amb 
made the Louisiana Purchase a pos­ 
sibility, and gave the new republic a 
veritable empire in territory.

Next year the sesquicentennial an-' 
nlversary of the event is to be cele! 
bruted at Vincennes and fitting hon-! 
ors will be paid to George Rogers 
Clark, the

bravery, 
intelligence, 
and audacity 
brought it about.

which the fort boasted and awaited 
eventualities.

How Clark Got the News. 
Meanwhile Clark had arranged that 
Francis Vigo, a St. Louis m erchant 
and ardent American patriot, should 
proceed to Vincennes and take over 
the commissary there. Vigo approach­ 
ed Vincennes in utter ignorance that 
the British were in possession and 
was promptly placed under arrest by 
Hamilton. 
He demanded his release 
on the ground that he was from St. 
Louis, hut Hamilton held him until it 
was dem onstrated that the French in­ 
habitants of the community would cut 
off all supplies from the soldiers un­ 
less he were freed. 
Finally Vigo was 
released on condition that on his way 
to St. Louis he would “do no act hos­ 
tile to the British interests.” 
Vigo gave his promise, and kept 
it. 
He proceeded by boat down the 
W abash to the Ohio, thence to the 
Mississippi and to St. Louis, but on 
arriving there 
he merely 
jumped 
ashore, 
and then 
re-embarked and 
made all possible speed to K askas­ 
kia to give Clark the news of tile un­ 
toward events at Vincennes. 
Clark realized at once that Fort 
Sackville m ust be retaken, or the 
whole Ohio Valley might be lost to 
the Americans. 
The situation was 
desperate. 
His force was small, It 
was mid-winter, and his men were 
poorly clothed. 
It seemed a well-nigh 
impossible task to transport his tiny 
arm y with the w eather conditions as 
they were, 
but 
Clark resolved to 
make the effort. 
He dispatched 64 
men by boats, carrying suplies and 
ammunition, and started sn overland 
march of 200 miles with 170 men. 
Practically 
all the inhabitants of 
K askaskia accompanied the marching 
force the first few miles; then they 
halted and soldiers and citizens knelt 
while the parish priest gave them his 
blessing. 
W hen Clark and his men 
marched on they left the citizens on 
their knees praying for the success 
of the expedition and of the American 
cause. 
Clark had no tents for his men 
and there were no towns or settle­ 
m ents on the 
line 
of march where! 
they could be assured of a friendly 
welcome. 
They had insufficient food.1 


However, they were sustained by a 
high order of courage, and on the 23d 
of February, hungry, foot-sore, cola, 
and weary, 
they 
arrived 
on th# 
heights back of Vincennes. When th# 
French Inhabitants there learned of 
the arrival 
of the 
Americans they 
speedily provided 
them with provb 
sions. 
That night Clark led his forces into 
the town and at once began an attack 
on the fort. 
Hamilton surrendered 
the next morning, and the American 
flag was raised over the fort, which 
was rechristened F ort Patrick Henry, 
The place was held by Virginia un­ 
til 1783 when It was ceded to tho 
United State*. In 1787 the first court 
was held there, and in 1800 the Terri­ 
tory of Indiana was formed and Vin* 
relines was made the capital.

“Justifiable*’ Murder 
There is a standard technique of murder in this country now, 
says a newspaper reader. It was given a good start when Harry 
Tnaw killed Staniord White more than 20 years ago and has been * 
developed since to a high degree of perfection. 
The method is quite simple. The murderer kills the annoying 
friend or enemy, wile or husband, sweetheart or rival, as the case 
may be, as boldly and openly as he or she pleases. The next move 
is to admit the crime readily and to explain that the victim was 
thoroughly bad. Then the wheels of justice begin to grind. The 
trial becomes really a series of accusations against the murdered 
person, instead of against the murderer. The former, being dead, 
cannot speak in self-defense. The jury, quite commonly, accepts 
the alleged badness of the victims as sufficient excuse for the 
deed of violence. At least, as in a recent trial, the badness is ad­ 
judged sufficient to provoke temporary insanity which seems to 
be equivalent to a license to kill with impunity. 
It would be comparatively easy for any newspaper reader, 
without taxing his memory greatly, to recall several murder cases 
that have followed this procedure. 
The most deplorable phase 
of the situation is the widespread acceptance of it. 
Justifiable is an adjacent too readily used in connection 
with murder. Human life is held too cheap when individuals are 
allowed to decide for themselves when some one else deserves to 
be killed.

take the capture of Kaskaskia, Vin­ 
cennes, and Detroit. 
After much argum ent on the part 
of Clark and no little hesitancy on 
the p art of Governor Henry, as It is 
related, the latter finally authorized 
Clerk to recruit a force of 350 Vir­ 
ginians for the expedition, and the 
legislature provided funds for arms 
and supplies. 
Clary 
captured Kas­ 
kaskia July 4, 1778, and within a few 
m onths he was in ^ s e s s io n of Fort 
Sackville w ithout a struggle. 
Leav­ 
ing a Captain Helm in charge, Clark 
returned to Kaskaskia. 
Communications were slow in those 
days and it was some time before the 
B ritish a t Detroit 
heard w hat had 
happened. 
When they received the 
news they dispatched a force of 500 
regulars and Indians 
under Henry 
H am ilton to retake Fort Sackville and 
make it a center of operations against 
the colonists. 
Captain Helm did not learn of the 
approach of the British tm til they 
were within three m iles of the fort. 
His garrison constated of himself, one 
soldier, and n low et tho inhabitants 
od the place. 
The latter he sent to 
their bomos. Then ho and his soldier, 
loaded and trstnsl tho two cannons

CHAPTER XV. 
One; day daring tho beginning o£ 
our turin ut Kelly, someone decided 
that the cadets should stand reveille. 
How it came about or who caused the 
decision was never known by the de­ 
tachment, but there was a strong ru ­ 
mor circulated to the effect that our 
beloved Cadet Sergeant had not for­ 
gotten the episode of the polecats. 
It 
was an unheard of thing for the cadets 
of Kelly to stand formations. We had 
graduated from that when we left 
lirooks, and the thought of continuing 
it in our advanced status was, we con­ 
cluded, degenerating to the morale of 
the detachment. 
Consequently, when our first ser­ 
geant himself delighted us with verbal 
visions of being tumbled out of bed 
at first call if we were not up at the 
blast of his whistle, we decided that 
if it were in the combined power of 
the detachment, the first call should 
not sound the next morning. We could 
not disobey an order; army training 
banishes even the remotest thought of 
that; but we might prevent that or­ 
der from being given. The Cadet Cap­ 
tain and first sergeant were assigned 
to a private room together. 
The rest 
of us were given cots in the barracks. 
While supper was in progress that 
night the hands on the sergeant's 
alarm clock were so manipulated that 
the alarm would sound exactly one 
hour after the time set. 
At two 
o'clock the next morning a padlock 
was placed on the hasp outside of his 
door, and when first call blew a few 
hours 
later 
the 
cadet detachment 
slept soundly on 
From spot landings wa passed to 
hurdles. 
Hurdles require the ship to 
be brought down without assistance 
from the engine, and after just pass­ 
ing over a line stretched about eight 
feet above the ground, to be landed as 
close as possible to the hurdle. This 
gave us excellent practice for landing 
over a fence in a small field. 
One of the traditions at Kelly was 
that anyone knocking down the hur­ 
dle must treat the rest to a case of 
refreshments. 
It 
often 
happened 
that a pilot was so intent on getting 
over the hurdle string that he did not 
notice that his plane was in a stall, 
and about the time he was over the 
hurdle the bottom would fall out from 
under him and his plane would pan­ 
cake into the ground. 
Almost every 
class had one or two minor crack-ups 
as a result of stalling over the hurdle j 
string. 
The De Havilands were not consid­ 
ered safe for hard stunning and as a 
result we were only allowed to do 
vving-oveiy and split air turns. Diving 
In excess of one was also forbidden. 
Consequently only air work allowing 
us to be thoroughly accustomed to th-: 
plane was included iii the flying sched­ 
ule before our formation training be­ 
gan. 
The strange 
field landing training 
was one of the most interesting parts 
of our schooling. An Instructor would 
lead a number of planes and land in 
some field we had never seen before. 
Then each cadet was required to land 
end take-off after 
the 
instructor. 
Some of the fields were small and 
full of obstructions. Yet we had com 
paratively few even minor crack-ups. 


Later each cadet was given an oppor­ 
tunity to lead the rest ami pick our 
a field for them to land in while the 
instructor trailed. 
At Kelly we were given more aud 
longer 
erotu country trips than at 
Broks. 
One of the most important 
parts of flying training is cross coun­ 
try experience. We made flights to 
Corpus Christi, Galveston, Laredo and 
a number of other places. 
Each class spent about two weeks 
on a gunnery expedition at Elington 
Field between Houston and Galves­ 
ton. 
Ellington Field was one of the 
few double fields built during the war, 
but was later abandoned and, except 
for a national guard squadron, was 
entirely deserted. 
We set up our mess in the clubhouse 
and made the old building which had 
nerved as officers’ quarters as com­ 
fortable as possible. This was in Win­ 
ter and the weather was cold, even 
in Texas, unusual though it might 
have been. 
There were no stoves 
available, so we contrived all sorts 
of makeshifts to hold a little fire in. 
lf nothing better was obtainable, we 
shoveled several inches of earth on 
the floor and devised a hood of sonic 
kind leading through a few lengths 
of the pipe to the chimney. Of course 
these fires could not be left unguard­ 


ed, so it was necessary to put them 
out in the morning to be rekindled at 
the close of operations for the day. 
Our gunnery work was divided bi­ 
to three parts: ground targets, shad­ 
ow targets and 
tow 
targets. 
T in 
ground t age to were large sheets of 
paper similar to those used on a rifle 
range and were re t up at an angle on 
the ground. We shot ut. tiie.se with both 
the Browning 
and 
Lewis 
machine 
guns. 
The Browning guns on a De Havi­ 
land were mounted rigidly in front of 
the pilot and were synchronized w in 
the engine to shot between the blades 
of the propeller. They were capable of 
firing up to twelve hundred rounds a 
minute, depending on the motor IL 
P. M. when they were fired. 
Several of us would form a large 
circ Ie with our platies, and starting 
our dive from about one thousand 
feet., would fire short bursts into the 
target on tho ground. After compter 
mg our bursts we would zoom back 
up Into the circle while the next ship 
started its dive. Each plane had its 
individual target. 
After emptying the Browning guns 
we gave our observers a chance with 
their Lewises by circling low around 
tho targets. 
On the next flight the 
pilot, and observer traded place*. 
The I*ewis gun is mounted on a 
turret on the rear cockpit. Two guns 
were usually used together and they 
could be pointed in any direction. 
After a few clays on ground targets 
we were sent out, over Trinity Bay 
for shadow targets. One plane is flown 
fairly high over the water, while an­ 
other fires at hsebndow. The r’’ ’shes
